ELECTRICAL CONTRACTING 


School buses are again operating on the roads 
and highways and motorists are reminded that Al¬ 
berta law requires all traffic from either direction to 
stop when a school bus is receiving or discharging pas¬ 
sengers, except traffic from the opposite direction on 
a four-lane divided highway. 

The law requires that a school bus must be 
marked as such and the driver of the bus is required 
to activate the alternate flashing warning signal 
lights in sufficient time to give adequate wamng to 
motorists and truckers and allow them to stop safely. 

When school authorities report the license num¬ 
ber of vehicles that do not stop as required the police 
are notified and action is taken. It might also be men¬ 
tioned that it is an offence for the school bus driver 
to fail to activate the alternate flashing lights when 
loading or unloading, just as it is an offence for a 
vehicle to pass a school bus while such lights are 
flashing. 

There are 58 school buses operating in the 
County of Vulcan and more than 2,600 in the 
province.
